CHAPTER 3.

AN ACT to amend sectlion 2 of chapter 451 of the laws of 1903,
relating to parly nominations by direct vote. °

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

County superintendeni, how nominated. StctioN 1. Sec-
tion 2 of chapter 451 of the laws of 1903, relating to party
nominations by direct vote is hereby amended by inserling
sfter the words ‘‘state superintendent,’ the following words:
‘10 eounty anfd district supervintendents of schools,’’ so that
said section when so amended, shall read as follows: Section
2. Hereafter, all candidates for elective offices shall be nom-
inated:

1. By a primary held 1 accordance wilh this act, or

2. By nomination papeors, sigued and filed as provided by ex-
isling statutes.

3. Party candidates for the office of United States senator
shall be nominated ir the manner provided herein for the nom-
ination of candidates for siate offices.

This act shall not apply to special elections to fi]l vacancies
nor to the office of state superintendent, fo county and district
superintendents of schools, to town, village and school distriet
officers nor to judicial officers, excepting police justices and
justices of the peace in eities.

SEctioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in forece from
and after its passage and publication.
